The Toltecs were thé precursors of the -Méxi- 
cans in tha country of Anahuac. They emi- 
grated from ther native land called Huehuetla- 
pallan, to the north-west o} the city of Mexico, 
about the yene 654 of the christian ora, They 
éstablished themsel, us Stat <b Hula, situated on 
glriver èl the same pamir, a ..anch of the Prov 
eo ‘Thera they handed their empire, bat suhag 
quently, extendud at aver the valley of Meares 
‘They resided in the country and ruled over it for 
a periód of four heandred years. ‘There ia no 
tradition of there havitig been any primitive.in- 
hubitanta-in the country when they arrived ; i 
any exited they.wetea few nomad tribes, who 
diwappegred,.on their, approach. ‘The shadowy 
traditions of the Otomics and Ulmecs, lead us to 
eunelude that they were but the wandering frag- 
menis of tribes, not indigenoos to the country.

their euccees in finding a genial climate and fer- 
tile land, and they were soon followed by seven 
tribes under their different leaders, the chief of 
whoo waa called Huitziton. These, all except 
the tribe of the Aztecs, after wandering from 
their country, which they called Acolhuacan, fi- 
nally arrived in ‘Tula. and eabsequently on the 
shores of Lake ‘Tezcoto, where they joined the 
Chichameca, in the year 1200, about thirty years 
after the arrival of their progenitors. ‘There

STRANGE CHARGES. 

Judge Allyn has seen fit to print bia charges 
tothe United States and Territorial Grand Ju- 
ries, delivered in this place. on the 27th ult, in 
pamphlet form. The proceeding 13 uousual, and 
we have.attentively read the charges without dia- 
cerning why the Judge haa been to such expense. 
We find no new points of law. no novel sugges- 
tions, no striking conciusions in either of the 
charges. That to the United States jury treats 
chiefly of the crime of treason and of the Indi- 
ans upon the Colorado river, who are pronounced 
“the worthiest objecta of the protecting and 
lostering care of the government.” ‘Topics of 
importance, but upon which uo new hight ia 
throwa. The charge to the territorial jury ia a 
model of bad English and wholesale inac- 
curacy. It is a pity that for the Judge's repu- 
tajion some prudent friend did not prevent its 
publication. 

The Judge begins by wishing the Chief Jus- 
tice were here properly to instruct the grand ju- 
ry in the discharge of their duties. A wish in 
which the jury must have heartily concurred, in 
view of the remarkable paper presented to them. 
As the document is before the people we will 
only call attention to a passage or two.

“The nature of mining requires that the 
works should be kept in a constant state of ro- 
pair and activity, and an injunction for gauging 
such operations to be at once suspended, might 
produce an injury which might be of the most 
fatal consequences, both with respect to the 
costs of recommencing the suspended cperations, 
and with respect to rival ownership, by which 
the most favorable opportunity for disposing of 
the produce might be lost. As a general rule, 
therefore, the Court will not interfere, by in- 
junction, on motion, and before the cause ia fully 
heard, in cases where there is cithur great ex- 
penditure or great delay.”

At a meeting of the quartz mines of Big Bug 
and vicinity, held on Friday, September 30, Johu 
Roberts, Esq., was called to the chair and James 
O. Robertson elected Secretary. A new mining 
district was formed, and the following by-laws 
‘were adopted : 

Secrion 1. TMs district shall be known as the 
Woolsey Quartz Mining District, and shall be 
bounded as follows, to-wit: Commencing on 
the Agua Fra at the north-enst corner of the 
Turkey Ureek Quartz Mining District, thence fol- 
lowing said boundary on the northern side to the 
high point f rocks at the head of Lynx, Big 
Bug, Tukey and Hassayampa Creeks, and from 
thence down the dividing ridge between the wa- 
ters of Lynx and Big Bug creeks, and along said 
near the sink of Lynx creek, and from thence 
north-east to the main Agua Fria, thence down 
said stream to:the place of beginning. 

2. This district shall have a Recorder, who 
shall be elected by the quate miners of this dis- 
trict, and whose term of office shall be for one 
year from his vlection and qualification. , 

3. If shall be the duty of the Recorder tó keep 
in a suitable book a full and true record of all 
notices of claims brought to him for that purpoae 
recording the same in order of their date. To 
record all transfers, bills of sale, mortgages, con- 
veyances, and deeds ; and to keep on file all orig- 
inal papers io his office until cailed for by the 
proper owners. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Recorder to keep 
the buuks of his office open at all times for the 
inspection of the public. Le shall have the pow- 
er to appoint a deputy, who shall have full power 
to act in his stead, and also for whose official acts 
the Recorder shall be reaponsible. 

5. Allexaminatious of the records must be 
made in the presence of the Recorder or hie 
deputy. 

6. The Recorder shal] provide at his own ex- 
pense all books necessary for tho recording of 
claims, transfers or deeds, and for issuing certifi- 
cates of title, and turn the same over to his suc- 
cessor in office free of charge. 

7. The Recorder shall be entitled to certain 
fees, to-wit: For each claim recorded he shall 
receive one dollar. For transfer of deeds, or 
bills of sale, one dollar and fifty cents. For each 
certifipate of title, fifty cents.

10. All persons locating claims will be requred 
to certify to the Recorder that each claim has 
been daly located according to the laws af this 
district. 

11. Allclaims must be recorded witifin thir- 
ty days after looation, or such claims shall be de- 
clared abandoned. 

12. No person will be entitled to hold by lo- 
cation more than one claim on the same ledge or 
lode, except the discoverer, who shall be entitled 
to one additional claim for the discovery. 

13. for all claims located after the first day 
of October, 1864, each company locating 
ground together will be required to aink a shaft 
to the depth of ten feet, and of sufficient width 
to describe the size of the ledge.
